1 . The amendment made in Claim 1 in the After Final Amendment filed May 24, 2004 has 
not been entered because the amendment raises a new issue. The claims prior to amendment 
were not directed to a 'variation which is sufficient to increase the diffuse light transmission 
efficiency by at least 10%,' or to a polymeric film which comprises 'exactly two layers.' The 
amendment would therefore require further search and consideration to be completely 
addressed. Even if the amendment was entered, the amended claim would not overcome the 
rejection because Allen teaches the selection of the desired volume fraction of disperse phase to 
obtain desired transmission properties (Abstract).
